Our  great  specialties  are  re-rooted,  field-grown  Cauliflower,  Cabbage, 
Brussels  Sprouts,  Celery,  Broccoli  and  Tomato  Plants. 

We  grow  them  by  the  million. 

We  raise  our  Cauliflower,  Cabbage,  Sprout  and  Broccoli  Plants  every 
year  on  new  ground. 

Our  plants  are  raised  from  the  best  seed,  sown  thin  in  rows  and  hoed 
like  onions. 

They  are  given  an  average  of  more  than  6  square  inches  of  space  each 
over  the  whole  field.  Extra  stocky.  Dug  with  forks  (not  pulled),  so  that  each 
plant  has  a  good  big  root  system.  Shipped  carefully  packed  in  damp  moss. 

We  will  sell  plants,  if  anyone  wants  to  buy  them  that  way,  by  the 
square  foot,  figuring  an  average  of  six  square  inches  for  each  plant. 

We  grow  Cauliflower  and  Cabbage  ourselves  for  market,  so  we  know 
exactly  what  each  strain  of  seed  will  produce,  and  which  are  the  heaviest 
yielding  strains. 

We  have  tested  strains  of  cabbage  seed  for  25  years  and  buy  the  best 
strains  that  can  be  bought,  regardless  of  price. 


We  buy  all  of  our  Cauliflower,  Cabbage  and  Brussels  Sprout 
seed  from  the  Danish  Originator  of  Golden  Acre  and  Copenhagen 
Market  Cabbage  seed  and  Super  Snowball  Cauliflower  seed. 

We  have  bought  cauliflower  and  cabbage  seed  from  this  grower 
for  over  20  years. 


SAFE  DELIVERY 

We  guarantee  safe  delivery  of  all  plants  and  if  any  should  be  spoiled, 
we  will  replace  them. 

We  try  to  have  all  plants  carefully  sorted  and  full  count  of  good 
plants  given.  (If  there  is  ever  a  shortage,  it  is  from  the  dishonesty  of 
some  counter.)  We  will  make  the  shortage  good  if  notified. 

We  use  the  best  package  that  we  can  buy  to  ship  the  plants,  and  ship 
only  fresh-dug  plants,  with  roots  in  damp  moss. 

We  try  to  give  every  customer  plants  that  will  raise  a  full  crop  and 
no  failure.

NOTE — It  was  proved  by  the  Maryland  Experiment  Station  several  years 
ago  that  Golden  Self-Bleaching  from  French  Seed  does  not  become  hollow 
stalked. 

We  have  bought  the  originator’s  strain  of  French-grown  Golden  Self- 
Bleaching  seed  for  many  years  and  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a  hollow 
stalk  from  this  strain. 

We  pay  a  high  price  for  the  seed,  so  have  to  ask  a  little  more  per 
1,000  for  the  plants  than  are  raised  from  cheap  strains.

COMMENTS  ON  VARIETIES 

We  tested  for  six  years,  side  by  side,  in  the  field,  for  TONS  PER  ACRE, 
practically  all  the  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead  and  Copenhagen  Market  seed 
grown  by  the  largest  Danish  seed  growers,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season 
have  weighed  up  the  cabbage  from  each  strain  and  have  imported  the 
highest  yielding  strain  of  each. 

We  have  been  cabbage  growers,  as  well  as  plant  growers,  for  over  25 
years,  and  we  believe  we  grow  the  biggest  crops  that  have  ever  been 
grown  in  New  Jersey.  We  have  raised  21  tons  per  acre. 

The  plants  were  set  2%x3  feet,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  scales  were 
taken  to  the  field,  the  cabbage  of  each  strain  cut  and  weighed  in  the  field. 

The  field  had  been  marked  out  with  a  marker,  making  the  rows  of 
plants  exactly  3  feet  apart,  and  the  plants  set  exactly  2Vz  feet  in  the  row, 
so  that  every  plant  should  have  exactly  the  same  space. 

The  fertilizer  had  been  drilled  in  broadcast,  with  a  fertilizer  drill,  across 
the  rows,  so  that  each  strain  should  have  exactly  the  same  amount  of 
fertilizer.

All  of  our  Golden  Self-Bleaching  Celery  plants  are  raised  from  French 
seed. 

We  have  used  this  strain  of  seed  for  nearly  twenty  years. 

All  of  our  big  crops  of  Golden  Self-Bleaching  Celery  were  raised  from 
this  strain  of  French-grown  seed  and  we  never  saw  a  hollow  stalk.

CABBAGE  SEED  TRIALS 


A  number  of  years  ago  we  secured  from  the  cabbage  seed  growers  of 
Denmark  39  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead  Cabbage  seed  and  tried  all  of  them 
out  in  our  field,  side  by  side,  where  each  strain  had  exactly  the  same 
conditions — the  same  distance  apart,  the  same  fertilizer  and  the  same 
cultivation. 

In  the  fall  we  took  scales  to  the  field  and  weighed  the  cabbage  of 
each  strain. 


The  different  strains  had  the  following  average  weight  per  head :

The  10  best  strains  averaged  6.06  lbs.  per  head. 

The  10  poorest  strains  averaged  4.31  lbs.  per  head. 

The  10  best  strains  produced  an  average  of  40  %  more  cabbage  than 


the  10  poorest  strains. 


Which  shows  how  important  it  is  to  plant  only  the  best  seed.  A  poor 
strain  of  seed  may  prevent  any  profit  on  the  crop. 

The  same  is  true  of  other  kinds  of  cabbage  seed  and  of  cauliflower, 
Brussels  sprouts,  broccoli,  celery,  tomato  and  other  seeds. 

Buying  cheap  seeds  or  plants  may  result  in  working  a  whole  season 
without  profit. 


PLANT  DISEASES 

In  sections  where  cabbage,  cauliflower  and  sprouts  are  raised  in  large 
quantities,  year  after  year,  different  diseases  and  insects  appear. 

We  are  in  a  grain  and  hay  farming  section. 

No  large  fields  of  truck  are  raised  in  this  section. 

But,  to  keep  our  plants  free  from  diseases  of  any  kind,  we  have  moved 
to  new  farm  or  tracts  of  land  twenty-two  times  in  thirty-five  years. 

We  thus  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease. 

We  could  raise  cheaper  plants  by  buying  cheaper  seeds,  raising  the 
plants  year  after  year  on  the  same  plant  farm,  and  doing  all  of  the  other 
things  that  make  plants  cheap. 

But  we  do  not  think  people  want  cheap  plants. 

We  think  they  want  the  best  plants  that  can  be  raised,  so  we  go  to 
every  expense  to  make  them  the  best. 

When  plants  are  offered  cheap  it  can  be  known  that  they  are  like  a 
cheap  horse  or  a  cheap  suit  of  clothes,  they  may  look  pretty  good,  but 
there  is  something  the  matter  with  them. 

They  cannot  be  raised  cheap  if  every  precaution  is  taken  with  them  so 
they  will  produce  a  big  crop  and  not  get  disease.

Honest  plants  are  not  only  plants  that  look  good  when  you  get  them. 

You  may  get  nice  looking  plants,  but  plants  that  will  not  produce  hard 
heads,  or  only  part  of  them  head  up. 

THEY  ARE  NOT  HONEST  PLANTS. 

YOU  EXPECTED  TO  GET  HEADS. 

If  you  do  not  get  them  you  are  cheated. 

Some  strains  of  seed  have  been  bred  up  until  they  will  produce  prac¬ 
tically  all  Hard  Heads,  and  the  biggest  of  their  kind. 

Plant  growers  to  be  honest  must  try  to  find  this  seed  and  pay  for  it, 
and  not  plant  the  cheap  kinds. 

They  can  do  it  by  taking  the  time  and  going  to  the  expense  of  getting 
acquainted  with  practically  all  the  seed  growers  in  the  world,  testing  their 
seeds,  side  by  side,  and  buying  only  the  HONEST  ones.

If  the  plants  are  grown  from  heavy  yielding  strains  of  seed  you  will 
get  a  BIG  YIELD. 

If  the  plants  were  grown  from  light  yielding  strains  of  seed  you  will 
get  a  light  crop.
